Columbus, O., July 17.—For presi­ 
dent, Eugene W. Chafln, Chicago; for 
vice president, Aaron 
S. Watkins, 
Ada, O. 
The above ticket was nominated by 
the Prohibition national convention, 
both men being chosen unanimously. 
The full endorsement of the conven­ 
tion was not, however, given to Mr 
Chafln until after three ballots had 
been taken. 
On the first two bal­ 
lots Mr. Chafln did not show a great 
amount of strength, receiving but 195 
out of 1,083 votes on the first and 376 
out of 1,087 on the second ballot. His 
nomination was practically assured 
however, when the roll call began for 
the third ballot. 
His own state 
which had voted largely for Dante 
R. Sheen of Peoria, and the New 
Tork delegation, followed by those of 
Indiana and Wisconsin, came orer to 
Mr. Chafln, and on the third ballot he 
received a total of 636 votes. 
The 
•trongest competitor of Mr. Chafln 
was Rev. William B. Palmore at St. 
Louis, who received 274 votes on the 
first ballot and 418 on the second 
ballot. 
The convention up to this time had 
run smoothly and without the slight 
est friction. It was decided to make 
Mr. Palmore the vice presidential 
nominee, and he was named by accla­ 
mation. 
He declined to accept the 
office, however, and persisted in his 
attitude despite the strong urgings 
of his friends. The convention, find­ 
ing itself confronted with the neces­ 
sity of naming another vice presiden­ 
tial candidate and many of the dele­ 
gates being anxious to catch the 
early night trains for their homes, 
became involved in a deep parlia­ 
mentary tangle. The mles were sev­ 
eral times suspended and the suspen­ 
sions immediately revoked. Finally it 
was decided that Professor Aaron S. 
Watkins of Ada, O., should be named 
by acclamation. There was no oppo­ 
sition to him at the moment and 
Chairman Charles Scanlon was on the 
verge of declaring Professor Watkins 
the nominee when delegates in vari­ 
ous parts of the hall broke in with a 
flood 
of 
motions, 
counter-motions, 
amendments and suspensions of the 
rules. 
Extended Debate Followed. 
An 
extended 
debate 
followed, 
which finally resulted in the restora­ 
tion of the rules and a ballot for the 
vice presidency. 
Three men were 
named, Professor Watkins, T. D. De- 
maree of Kentucky and Charles S. 
Holler of Indiana. The ballot result­ 
ed in the nomination of Professor 
Watkins by an overwhelming major­ 
ity, and he was immediately there­ 
after, upon motion of the Kentucky 
delegates, made the unanimous choice 
of the convention. 
Both the presidential and vice pres­ 
idential nominees are condidates for 
governor in their respective states on 
the Prohibition tickets. 
Eugene W. Chafin. who leads the 
Prohibition party this year, Is an at­ 
torney residing in Chicago. 
He is a 
ative of Waukesha county, Wiscon- 
‘n,' an<| for some years practiced law 
there. He was at one time candidate 
for governor of Wisconsin on^ the Pro­ 
hibition ticket and was this year 
placed in tjie running for t£e same 
position in Illinois by the Prohibition­ 
ists of that state. 
The forenoon session of the conven­ 
tion was devoted to the discussion 
and adoption of a brief platform, 
which is probably the 
shortest on 
record, containing not more than 380 
wprds. 
The platform declares for absolute 
prohibition; election of United States 
senators by popular vote; graduated 
income and inheritance taxes; postal 
savings banks; regulation of corpora­ 
tions; creation of permanent tariff 
commission; 
strict enforcement of 
laws against the social evil; uniform 
marriage and divorce laws; employ­ 
ers’ liability act; court review of post­ 
office department decisions: prohibi­ 
tion of child labor; suffrage based on 
intelligence to read and write English 
language; 
preservation of country’s 
natural resources. 


Battleships Arrive Safely at the H a 
waiian Port. 
Honolulu, July 17.—The Atlantic 
battleship fleet has arrived here. By 
universal consent the day was made 
a complete holiday, all business being 
suspended, and thousands of people 
from the different islands of the ter­ 
ritory assembled on Diamond head 
and other high points of vantage 
southeast of the city to view the ap­ 
proach of the armada. 
Early in the morning the crowds 
began scrambling up the bluffs to 
catch the first sight of smoke above 
the southeastern horizon and the first 
realization 
of the long 
cherished 
hopes came at 7:30 in the morning, 
when a message earn# from the loper 
settlement on the island of Molokai 
that the fleet had been sighted there, 
■teaming in line of squadron forma­ 
tion at a speed of ten knots. 
An 
overcast sky prevented the watchers 
near here from seeing far out to sea, 
but the patience of the lookouts was 
rewarded by the appearance of the 
Connecticut off the entrance to the 
channel at noon. 
The flagship was followed by the 
other vessels in regular order and 
twenty minutes later all but the third 
division were in sight. After passing 
Molokai the third division proceeded 
to Lahina, on the island of Maul, for 
for coal. 
Shortly after noon the Connecticut 
entered the harbor and was saluted 
from the naval station and she, fol­ 
lowed by the other ships, rounded 
the llghhouse buoy and all came tc 
anchor inside the harbor, while the 
pent up enthusiasm of the islanders 
found vent in whistling sirens and the 
bursting of daylight fireworks. 
As soon as the Connecticut had 
come to anchor she was boarded by 
the reception committee, who formal­ 
ly invited Rear Admiral Sperry and 
his officers and men to partake of 
Hawaiian hospitality. 
Later in the 
afternoon Rear Admiral Sperry made 
an official visit to Governor Frear, 
who returned the visit.

Following the * peaceful scenes the 
spectators caught a glimpse of the 
horrors of war In the brave defense 
of the fort by Doilard and his sixteen 
assistants against a crafty lot of Iro­ 
quois. Another interesting sight was 
the arrival of the fur traders and 
their taking possession of the country 
In the name of Franca. 
Tne Anal scene will one not easily 
to be forgotten.

H E most distinctive utterances of 
the Republican platform outside 
of the renewed declaration of 
the traditional policies of the 
party are the modified restraint of 
judicial injunctions, the assurance of 
an early revision of the tariff, the 
support of the president’s policies on 
; trusts, railroads and labor, the declara­ 
tion in favor of postal savings banks 
and the demand th at natives of Porto 
; Elco be made citizens of this country. 
W hile these are notable from a po- 
I lltical standpoint, there are several 
| declarations that have attracted little 
notice and that cannot become political 
j issues for the reason th at no one will 
oppose them, which may have even a 


J greater meaning for the future. Among 
these may be mentioned public aid to 
good roads, the conservation of natural 
i resources, the pledge for the extension 
of free rural mail delivery, the protec­ 
tion of employees and the start made 
tow ard child labor legislation, the fur­ 
thering of the world’s peace through 
the approval of The H ague proposals, 
the admission of New Mexico and Ari­ 
zona as separate states and the nation­ 
al centenary of the birth of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Positive and Aggressive. 
The spirit displayed throughout the 
document is one of construction and 
optimism. 
It Is a platform made by 
builders. 
It may not go as far as 
many wished that it m ight, but so far 
as it does go it sounds no negative 
note. 
It claims much, promises much 
and even boasts much, but shows the 
goods. 
It is positive and aggressive, 
thoroughly partisan, as is but natural, 
but beyond its partisanism characteris­ 
tically and wholesomely American. 
It has been rem arked of recent years 
that the platforms of the two great 
parties in their essentials have grown 
more and more alike, and one in read­ 
ing the Republican declarations of 1908 
I cannot but be struck by the fact that 
the utterances of the tw o conventions 
m ust be more than ever alike this year. 
The Republicans declare for tariff re­ 
vision, and the Democrats will declare 
for tariff revision more emphatically 
and more immediately. 
The Repub­ 
licans are for the lim itation of injunc­ 
tions and stronger labor legislation. 
The Democrats will necessarily be for 
more drastic limitation of injunctions 
and stronger labor legislation. 
The 
Republicans are 
for the regulation 
of railroads and of trusts. The Dem­ 
ocrats can only be for more strin­ 
gent regulation of both, perhaps not 
bearing down so much on the national 
pedal and more on th at of the state. 
Neither can the Democrats make an is­ 
sue against postal savings banks, con­ 
servation of natural resources, aid of 
good roads, the building of the Panama 
canal, but can only go their friends the 
enemy one better. 
W here, then, will 
be the issue? 
It is a fact more and more apparent 
as the years go by th a t In the great 
mass of governmental actions, whether 
legislative, executive or judicial, there 
Is no politics. 
On most of the ques­ 
tions that come before congress there 
is no division or at least no division on 
party lines. The sam e is true even of 
the platforms th at the parties put be­ 
fore the people. 
On m ost of the ques­ 
tions advanced there is no issue. W hat 
are the lines on which the coming cam­ 
paign will be fought? 
W hat are the 
declarations in the Republican plat­ 
form that will form the battleground? 
Issues of the Campaign. 
Unquestionably the tariff will be one, 
although the Republicans declare for 
revision immediately afte r the inaugu­ 
ration of the next president. 
Just as 
unquestionably the currency will be a 
second issue, though the definite atti­ 
tude of either party in regard to needed 
legislation is not very clear as y et 
Mr. Bryan will urge his insurance of 
bank depositors, a thing over which 
the people refuse to become excited. 
He will oppose features of the emer­ 
gency bill passed by the present con­ 
gress, but what he will offer instead is 
In the dark, almost as much so as what 
additional steps the Republicans them­ 
selves will propose. 
It strikes the 
average man that the financial ques­ 
tion ju st now is a thing for careful 
and constructive statesm anship rath­ 
er than a political question of any sort 
whatsoever. 
There is sure to be some issue raised 
on publicity of cam paign expenditures, 
possibly on physical valuation of rail­ 
ways and probably on one or two 
minor issues. 
In the main, however, 
it would seem th a t the fight must be 
on the personalities of the candidates 
and the methods of th eir selection, on 
the m anners and policies of the presi­ 
dent and who will m ost perfectly con­ 
tinue his policies, lf not his manners, 
and In a good natured rivalry as to 
which party is m ost strongly In favor 
of tariff revision, tru st and railroad 
legislation, labor legislation and cur­ 
rency reform. 
In order to determ ine w hat the line 
of battle may be, however, it Is well 
to set forth definitely and succinctly 
Just what the Republican platform 
stands for. A fter the preamble, which 
I is a necessary evil In all platforms, 
dealing with history more or less an­ 
cient and in this case somewhat long, 
the platform proper gives In very clear 
and definite language certain pledges 
end promises for the future. 
Am already stated, the first plank is 


for tariff revision, stating th at this 
will be taken up by a special session 
of congress immediately afte r the in­ 
auguration of the next president, pro­ 
vided, of course, he is a Republican. 
The lilies of the revision are indicated 
only In the most general way. 
They 
will follow the traditional policy of 
protection, recognizing the principle 
th a t the tariff should be high enough 
to cover the difference betw een foreign 
cost of production and th a t at home. 
It is indicated that the details are be­ 
ing w orked out by com m ittees now ex­ 
am ining the schedules. 
The reciproc­ 
ity provision is mentioned and free 
trade with the Philippines advocated 
except on sugar and tobacco. 
Postal Savings Banks Proposed. 
On the currency question the emer­ 
gency measure passed by the present 
congress Is approved, but no definite 
promises are made for the future ex­ 
cept th a t there will be fu rth er legis­ 
lation along lines worked out by a 
commission 
already 
appointed 
and 
th at the currency will be made more 
adaptable and elastic. 
The most defi­ 
nite and startling proposition in the 
currency section is th at for postal sav­ 
ings banks. 
Surely the world moves. 
If some upstart of a prophet had pre­ 
dicted a few years ago th a t the Re­ 
publican platform of 1908 would de­ 
clare for postal savings 
banks, he 
would have been laughed to scorn. 
On the trust question th e platform 
promises amendments to the Sherman 
law th a t will give the general govern­ 
m ent greater supervision and control 
over interstate corporations and will 
compel Increased publicity in their af­ 
fairs. 
At the same tim e it speaks a 
good word for legitim ate associations 
of business men, farm ers and wage 
earners. 
As to railroads, the rate law is ap­ 
proved in a general w ay; also the ac­ 
tivity of the adm inistration In prose­ 
cuting companies guilty of rebates and 
discriminations. 
At the sam e time an 
am endm ent giving the roads a right to 
form traffic agreements is advocated, 
provided such agreem ents are made 
public, are under the control of the in­ 
terstate commerce commission and are 
not between naturally com peting lines. 
On the subject of labor the platform 
recounts the many laws passed for 
workingmen during the present admin­ 
istration, likewise the executive steps 
taken to the same end; the employers’ 
liability law at last made constitu­ 
tional; safety appliances and protec­ 
tion to employees; reduced hours of 
train workers and telegraphers; arbi­ 
tration; compensation for injured gov­ 
ernm ent employees; child labor law 
for the District of Columbia; Inquiry 
into catastrophes in mines and other 
accomplishments.

* The Injunction Plank. 
Then comes the plank over which 
the real fight of the convention was 
made, that concerning injunctions. As 
adopted this plank is a compromise, 
satisfying the radicals of neither side, 
but undoubtedly having the approval 
of the moderates and of the great 
m asses of the party. 
Specifically it 
does little more than dem and legisla­ 
tion th at will more definitely define 
the right of the courts to issue injunc­ 
tions and prevent the issue of all in­ 
junctions given without a hearing, ex­ 
cept in cases where irreparable dam­ 
age would be caused by delay. Even 
w ith so mild a statem ent it is a victory 
for labor and serves notice th at the 
day of the injunction in its more fla­ 
grant forms is practically ended in 
America.

commended,

promise is 
made to extend free ru ral delivery, 
and a word is spoken in behalf of good 
country roads at public expense, urg­ 
ing state aid in their behalf. 
The negro is not overlooked, for not 
only is the past \fcork of th e party in 
his interest recounted, b u t the contin­ 
uance of a like policy Is promised, to­ 
gether with a rather strong reference 
to the disfranchisem ent of negroes in 
the south. 
The continuation of the civil service 
Is pledged* but the reference is brief. 
This is seemingly a law th a t all public 
officials favor and none of them wants. 
A Question Beyond Politics. 
The conserving of our natural re­ 
sources, preventing w aste of timber, 
reclaim ing arid lands, improving wa­ 
terw ays, harbors and great lakes and 
sim ilar beneficent activities are hearti­ 
ly commended. This is a note beyond 
politics that should be sounded by all 
parties and all associations of citi­ 
zens henceforth and forevermore till 
the good work is accomplished. 
The army and navy legislation is 
commended, especially th a t making 
tho m ilitia of the states a part of the 
national establishment; also the in­ 
crease of battleships. 
T he action of The H ague peace con­ 
ference is commended. 
Aid for the m erchant 
marine is 
pledged, but whether or not this Is to 
be In the form of a ship subsidy is not 
explicitly stated, but is left to be in­ 
ferred. 
Legislation to further the work of 
the public health agencies is promised, 
but the proposal to incorporate them 
nil under one head is omitted. 
The continuation of a liberal pension 


policy is pledged, especially as it Pe* 
lates to soldiers’ widows. 
Concerning Cuba the hope Is ex­ 
pressed that her people will soon be 
ready to assume complete sovereignty 
over their own land.

aroused some curiosity as to the pu r­ 
pose of the proposed extension and 
w hether there are not some im portant 
railw ay interests back of the project. 
It is thought quite probable by many 
acquainted with the situation in regard 
to the proposed line that it will form , 
eventually, a connecting link in a rail­ 
way extension from 
Hibbing to the 
Canadian boundary ond be controlled 
by the G reat N orthern railway com­ 
pany. 
The old 
YVright-Davis logging road 
from Hibbing to Dewey lake is said to 
be owned by the Hill interests at the 
present tim e and the forty-m ile e xte n ­ 
sion proposed by Mr. 
S titt will, it is 
claimed, tak e the line of a survey f o r a | 
road laid out tow ard the boundary line 
by the G re a t N orthern company a few 
years ago. 
S titt & 
Howe, it is rumored, will 
build the extension of the logging road 
into the 40,000,000 feet of tim ber tha t 
they have won from the R at Portage 
Lum ber company a fte r some years of 
litigation, but experienced tim ber men 
are inclined to be skeptical on the 
ground tha t it would not be practicable 
to build forty miles of railroad to g e t 
out 40,000,000 feet of tim ber, that this j 
would mean a mile road for every mil­ 
lion 
feet of tim ber. 
Unless S titt & 
Howe have other irons in the fire, it is j 
claimed tha t they would hardly go to 
the heavy expense of building so long 
a logging road simply to get out their 
own tim ber. 
Some profess to believe tha t the pro­ 
posed extension will be used at first to 
get out the tim ber along its route and 
that a fte r the tim ber is all hauled the 
G reat N orthern company will take it 
over and continue the road construction

Falls, a distance of

road circles for some years past 
that 
J. .1. Hill would eventually have a line

A rood projected along the route 
mentioned would be about fo rty miles 
west of the

COLOR BLINDNESS 


Superintendent Strachan 
Talks In­ 


terestingly of Testing Eyes of 


Applicants for Positions 


A D is pa tc h representative dropped 
( into the office of Supt Strachan, of the 
Minnesota & International railroad a 
day or so ago and noticed a large num ­ 
ber of bunches of colored yarn attached 
to a holder. 
Nearly every imaginable 
shade was represented. 
When asked 
if he was going into the embroidery or 
knitting business he replied that he was 
going to test an applicant for a posi­ 
tion in the train service for color blind­ 
ness. 
He says it is surprising the num ­ 
ber of men who are turned down be­ 
cause they are colorblind. 
Of course 
only red, white and green are essential 
colors in railroad work, but the other 
shades are put in to confuse the eye if 
it is not 
accurate 
on color. 
Mr. 
Strachan says he can tell a person who 
is colorblind the m om ent he takes hold 
of the yarn. 
The applicant is asked to pick out all 
the red yarn. 
If his eyes are all right 
he will go along the row, which is n ear­ 
ly three feet and instantly pick each 
piece w ithout hesitation, 
if color blind 
he will take up a handfull and begin 
scrutinizing the pieces closely. 
If he 
does tha t he is a t once dismissed. 
Mr. 
Strachan tells a good story of a man 
he exam ined on the Wisconsin Central 
a few years ago, when the roads first 
commenced the 
examinations. 
This 
man had been running an engine into 
Chicago for ten years, and how he had 
kept out of trouble is a m ystery to Mr. 
Strachan. 
The man could not pick out 
a single color in the bunch. 
He de­ 
clared, however tha t he could tell the 
colors on the 
flags 
all right. 
Mr.' 
Strachan got three new red flags, pe r­ 
fectly bright and clean. 
These he hand­ 
ed to the man saying, 
“ here are the 
three flags usually used. 
Pick out the j 
different colors.”

Road to be an Extension of Log­ 
ging Road From Hibbing to 
Dewey Lake 
The report that Robert Stitt of the 
logging firm of Stitt & Howe will build 
forty miles 
of railroad 
this sum­ 
mer as an extension of the Wright- 
Davis logging road from Dewey lake, 
St. Louis county, northward past Stur­ 
geon lake, into township 62-23, has 
aroused some curiosity as to the pur­ 
pose of the proposed extension and 
whether there are not some important 
railway interests back of the project. 
It is thought quite probable by many 
acquainted with the situation in regard 
to the proposed line that it will form, 
eventually, a connecting link in a rail­ 
way extension from Hibbing to the 
Canadian boundary ond be controlled 
by the Great Northern railway com­ 
pany. 
The old Wright-Davis logging road 
from Hibbing to Dewey lake is said to 
be owned by the Hill interests at the 
present time and the forty-mile exten­ 
sion proposed by Mr. Stitt will, it is 
claimed, take the line of a survey for a 
road laid out toward the boundary line 
by the Great Northern company a few 
years ago. 
Stitt & Howe, it is rumored, will 
build the extension of the logging road 
into the 40,OOO, (KH) feet of timber that 
they have won from the Rat Portage 
Lumber company after some years of 
litigation, but experienced timber men 
are inclined to be skeptical on the 
ground that it would not be practicable 
to build forty miles of railroad to get 
out 40,000,000 feet of timber, that this 
would mean a mile road for every mil­ 
lion feet of timber. 
Unless Stitt & 
Howe have other irons in the fire, it is 
claimed that they would hardly go to 
the heavy expense of building so long 
a logging road simply to get out their 
own timber. 
Some profess to believe that the pro­ 
posed extension will be used at first to 
get out the timber along its route and 
that after the timber is all hauled the 
Great Northern company will take it 
over and continue the road construction 
to International Falls, a distance of 
about thirty-five miles from the pro­ 
jected terminus of the Stitt extension.

Many thousands were thus killed in 
one day, bot the people murmured so 
much that he was afraid to begin a 
second day’s work. He therefore order­ 
ed them to be expelled to Asia, bot the 
order was very indifferently executed, 
and in a short time the dogs were as 
numerous as during the time of tho 
Janizaries.

At the same time an 
amendment giving the roads a right to 
form traffic agreements is advocated, 
provided such agreem ents are made 
public, are under the control of the in­ 
terstate commerce commission and are 
not between naturally competing lines. 
On the subject of labor the platform 
recounts tile many laws passed for 
workingmen during the present adm in­ 
istration, likewise the executive steps 
taken to the sam e end; the employers’ 
liability law at last made constitu­ 
tional; safety appliances and protec­ 
tion to employees; reduced hours of 
train workers and telegraphers; arbi­ 
tration; compensation for injured gov­ 
ernm ent employees; child labor law 
for the District of Columbia; Inquiry 
into catastrophes in mines aud other 
accomplishments. 
Promises are made 
th at the party will continue a sim ilar 
course in future. 
* The Injunction Plank. 
Then comes the plank over which 
the real fight of the convention was 
made, that concerning injunctions. As 
adopted this plank is a compromise, 
satisfying the radicals of neither side, 
but undoubtedly having the approval 
of the moderates and of the great 
masses of the party. 
Specifically it 
does little more than demand legisla­ 
tion that will more definitely define 
the right of the courts to issue injunc­ 
tions and prevent the issue of all in­ 
junctions given w ithout a hearing, ex­ 
cept in cases where irreparable dam ­ 
age would be caused by delay. Even 
w ith so mild a statem ent it is a victory 
for labor and serves notice th at the 
day of the injunction in its more fla­ 
grant forms is practically ended in 
America. 
In relation to the farm ers the work 
of the agricultural departm ent is de­ 
servedly 
commended, 
a 
promise 
is 
made to extend free rural delivery, 
and a word is spoken in behalf of good 
country roads at public expense, urg­ 
ing state aid in their behalf. 
The negro is not overlooked, for not 
only is the past \to rk of the party in 
his interest recounted, but the contin­ 
uance of a like policy is promised, to­ 
gether with a rather strong reference 
to the disfranchisem ent of negroes in 
the south. 
The continuation of the civil service 
Is pledged* but the reference is brief. 
This is seemingly a law th at all public 
officials favor and none of them wants. 
A Question Beyond Politics. 
The conserving of our natural re­ 
sources, preventing waste of timber, 
reclaiming arid lands, improving w a­ 
terways, harbors and great lakes and 
sim ilar beneficent activities are hearti­ 
ly commended. This Is a note beyond 
politics th at should be sounded by all 
parties and all associations of citi­ 
zens henceforth and forevermore till 
the good work is accomplished. 
The army and navy legislation la 
fommended, especially that m aking 
the militia of the states a part of the 
national establishm ent; also the In­ 
crease of battleships. 
The action of The Hague peace con­ 
ference is commended. 
Aid for the 
m erchant marine is 
pledged, but w hether or not this is to 
be in the form of a ship subsidy Is not 
explicitly stated, but is left to be in ­ 
ferred. 
Legislation to further the work of 
the public health agencies is promised, 
but the proposal to incorporate them 
nil under one head is omitted. 
The continuation of a liberal pension 


policy Is pledged, especially as it re­ 
lates to soldiers’ widows. 
Concerning Cuba the hope is ex­ 
pressed that lier people will soon be 
ready to assume complete sovereignty 
over their own land. 
Citizenship to native Porto Ricans is 
/^radically pledged, but no indication 
is given that this may mean the future 
admission of Porto Rico as an Ameri­ 
can state. 
The facts that insurrection has been 
suppressed in the Philippines and that 
education and the capacity for home 
rule are being advanced are stated, but 
no policy other than th at a t present 
followed is outlined for the future of 
the islands. 
A bureau of mines and m ining is ad 
vocated. 
New Mexico and Arizona are prom­ 
ised separate statehood. 
Work of Immeasurable Import. 
The splendid progress on the Pana­ 
ma canal is recounted, which is also 
a question above politics and is really 
a work of immeasurable importance 
not only for this country, but for all 
nations bordering the Pacific and for 
the world at large. A new and mighty 
civilization is springing up on the 
shores of the Pacific, and to that great 
civilization of the future America has 
the key. 
She is now turning th at key 
and opening the door through the Pan­ 
ama canal. 
Last, but not least, tho Republican 
national platform of 1908 calls attern 
tion to the centenary of the birth of 
Abraham Lincoln, the first Republic­ 
an president and the first of all the 
presidents in the love of most of his 
countrymen. 
It speaks of Lincoln as 
“an immortal spirit” and recommends 
th at the centennial on the 12th of Feb­ 
ruary next be celebrated throughout 
the nation and especially in the public 
schools. 
This ends the platform proper, though 
the remainder is by no m eans im­ 
proper. 
It is only a bunch of rhetor­ 
ical fireworks and is very effective in 
its way. Together w ith the preamble, 
it abuses the unfortunate Democrats, 
but w hat else can a D em ocrat expect 
from a Republican convention? 
For­ 
tunately—or is it unfortunately?—he is 
growing so used to rebuffs and re­ 
bukes that one more will not much af­ 
fect him. 
There are several striking phrases in 
both the opening and close of this real­ 
ly noteworthy platform th at deserve 
mention for their literary as well as 
their political quality. 
It is so seldom 
there is good literature in political doc­ 
uments that even a fair performance 
in such a connection attracts attention. 
For one thing, after recounting the 
great accomplishments of the present 
adm inistration the pream ble says: 
“These are the achievem ents that 
will make for Theodore Roosevelt his 
place in history. 
But, more than all 
else, the great things he has done will 
be an inspiration to those who have 
yet greater things to do.” 
Vast Increase In Our Wealth. 
This may not be fine w riting, but it 
quickens the pulses for all that. Then 
the blood fairly leaps a t the quotation 
of figures concerning the increase in 
our wealth, showing th a t we outdis­ 
tance France and Germ any and Great 
B ritain and all her colonies in national 
wealth, that we have increased nearly 
twice as much in a generation as Great 
Britain did in 500 y ea*, th a t wTe have 
one-fourth of the world’s wealth and 
make one-tliird of her m anufactured 
products 
and 
that 
we 
have 
but i 
scratched the surface of our resources. 
It was Senator Hoar who said that it 
took a column of figures to move an 
American to tears, and th a t sort of a } 
column of figures gives me a moist 
feeling around the eyes every time. 
It is in the closing of the platform, I 
however, that it grows really eloquent. 
Here it recounts the difference be- 
1 
tw een the Republican and Democratic 
parties, a theme which naturally moves 
to eloquence. It says th a t the trend of 
Democracy is tow ard socialism. 
This 
will doubtless cause surprise to most 
Democrats and alarm to m ost Social­ 
ists. 
The Democrats have long sus­ 
pected they were headed for some­ 
where, but did not give the location so 
polite a name. 
At least ex-Senator 
David B. Hill did not in a recent in­ 
terview. 
A fter having declared th a t the Demo­ 
cratic party is trending tow ard Karl 
Marx, Debs and H aywood some re­ 
m arks are made about socialism which 
will make Upton Sinclair and J. G. 
Phelps Stokes sit up and take an inter­ 
est in life. Says the platform : 
“Socialism would give to each an 
equal right to take. 
Republicanism 
would give to each an equal right to 
earn. 
Socialism ■would offer equality 
of possession, which would soon leave 
to no one anything to possess. Repub­ 
licanism would give equality of oppor­ 
tunity, which would Insure to each 
his share of a constantly increasing 
sum of possessions. 
In line with this 
tendency the Democratic party of to­ 
day believes in government ownership, 
while the Republican party believes in 
government regulation. Ultimately De­ 
mocracy would have the nation own 
the people, while Republicanism would 
have the people own the nation.” 
Is the Renublican party looking be­ 
yond the present contest to see a spec­ 
ter in the future? Is it listening to the 
prophecy of Senator H anna that In 
1912 tho enemy it would have to face 
would be socialism? 
Aside from all this, it is a great plat­ 
form, the most radical adopted by a 
Republican convention since the days 
of Lincoln. There are portions of it 
w hich will ring in the heart of any. 
American, whatever his politics. 
There is no mistaking its tone nor 
the origin of its spirit or policies. 
It 
is a Roosevelt platform. 
It Is the Re­ 
publicanism of old plus his virile per­ 
sonality and ideals. 
As such it is a 
document with an unm istakable char­ 
acter and stamp.

Spectacular Teste to Be Made W ith 
Gee, Damp and Duet— W ill Fire E x ­ 
plosives Into Groat Iron Cylindsrs. 
Rsscue Appliances to Be Teated In 
Miniature Mine Filled W ith Fumee. 


Spectacular experim ents to determ ine 
the causes of explosions In cool mines 
are to be made by the federal govern­ 
m ent a t Pittsburg w ithin n few weeks. 
The buildings of the old arsenal estab­ 
lished there during the second war 
i w ith G reat Britain are to be turned 
Into an experim ent station, at which 
the m ine experts of the technologic di- 
yision of the geological survey are to 
| let th eir wits to work on th e problem 
of how to prevent the fu rth e r Increase 
of the toll of human lives given in ex­ 
change for the fuel supply. 
D uring 1907, all told, 3,200 mine 
w orkers were killed as against 2,051 in 


j 1906. From unofficial estim ates based 
on incomplete returns received by the 
officials of the division w hich Is to con- ' 
duct the experiments sixteen men were 
killed or injured each w orkday of 1007, 
says a W ashington special dispatch to 
the New York World. D uring last June 
tw enty-three miners w ere killed and 
thirty injured in and about Wilkes- 
barre. 
H ie government experts suspect th at 1 
many of the exposions are caused by 
the dynam ites and blasting powders 
em ployed by the miners. 
Therefore 
their first tests will be to accurately 
determ ine the relative safety of these 
explosives when fired w here there is 
deadly fire damp or the dangerous dust 
resultiug from the breaking up of the 
deposits of coal or both. 
F o r th at purpose explosives of all 
sorts will be hurled Into a huge cylin­ 
der m ade of boller plate filled with : 
natural gas, which chemically Is very 
nearly like fire damp. 
The explosives 
will be burled from a* m ortar Into the 
cylinder, which will be a hundred feet 
long and six feet in diam eter. In order 
th at It may not be blown to pieces j 
each tim e a charge of explosive is fired 
Into It the cylinder will be provided 
w ith a large number of valves so con- ; 
trlved th at they will open when the 
pressure reaches a point considerably | 
below th at at which the destruction of 1 
the cylinder might reasonably be ex­ 
pected. 
If Ignition fails a fte r severe 
tests, the use of the explosives that 
fail to fire the gas will be recom­ 
mended. 
A supposedly explosive m ixture of 
fire dam p and coal dust will be fired j 
into. 
So will a supposedly explosive 
m ixture of coal dust and air. The ques­ 
tion w hether such m ixtures are really 
of an explosive character will be thor­ 
oughly thrashed out. 
M any mine own­ 
ers Insist that mine dust is not explo­ 
sive; th at the worst It will do is to 
burn nfter there has been an explosion ! 
of gas or fire damp. 
The steel trust officials having charge 
of its mining operations believe dust, 
dam p and gas are all explosive. 
So 
believing, they have hired gas well i 
drillers to bore holes into all their 
mines to form vents from which gas 
j and dust may be blown by the power­ 
ful fans th at supply pure air. The trust 
j 
is spending hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in such safety wort*. The holes 
are from twelve to eighteen Inches In 
diam eter. 
M iners and operators will be invited 
to w itness the tests a t Pittsburg. In 
order that they may see the effect of 
the firing Into the m ixtures of dust and 
dam p or dust and air one of the safety 
valves will be covered w ith oil paper. 
Six inches from It a sm all quantity of 
gun cutton will be placed. 
If the mix­ 
ture inside the cylinder explodes, the 
resulting flames will burn out the oil 
paper, and then, to m ake assurance 
doubly sure, the gun cotton will be 
there to give evidence of the force of 
the explosion. If it Is a light one, the 
gun cotton will not be set off. 
If it is 
a heavy one, as expected, the gun cot­ 
ton will nlso be exploded. 
I 
A nother set of experim ents will be 
m ade with safety appliances to be 
worn by members of rescuing parties. 
A m iniature mine, w ith drifts, head­ 
ings, rooms aud ladders, will be con­ 
structed and then filled w ith smoke or 
gas, so as to make the test of the res­ 
cue apparatus as near as possible like 
th at to which It would be subjected In 
a real mine.
